Tuberculosis, the dread disease 
that annually claims thousands of 
persons, may be conquered. 

At least, 11 persons who for 
years have suffered aggravated at- 
tacks of the strength-sapping dis- 
ease, are making miraculous re- 
covvries in San Bernardino coun- 
ty’s widely-watched experiment in 
human rehabilitation. 

Most of the nine men and two 
women in a hillside rest home at 
Mentone were hopeless victims of 
the disease in April, and at least 
one of them had expected to be 
dead by now. Rather than being 
dead, however, that man is among 
the most active of the conval- 
escent group and he wears a dep- 
uty sheriff's badge as a mark of 
his strength and ability. 

UPLANDER IN GROUP 

Lynn Grahame, a resident of 
Upland for many years, is among 
those in the “experiment” who for 
the “first time in 10 years is see- 
ing the first ray of hope for new 
health.” He expects to be dis- 
charged soon, the disease being 
“Cured—not just arrested.” 

“Then I will be able to go back 
to my home and family and get | 
to work again,” he declared with 
‘emotion and fervor as an Upland 
News representative visited with 
hint Wednesday afternoon in the 
shade of the trees and restful sur- 
roundings of the secluded institu- 
tion. 

“There's only a trace of T. B. 
germs now—-while last April when 
we came here my system was full 
of them,” he continued—and then 
with emphasis he added: “And 
once we are cured this way, we are 
cured for good—it’s not the end-

Schools Will Get 
$2,137,609 Fro 
State During ‘Year 





Sum of $2,137,609.07 will be re- 
ceived from the state by the county 
for assistance in maintaining the 
schools during 1939-40.

less chain of having to:come back 
and go all through it again.” 

Since 1930 he has spent much 
of his time in the county hospital. 

CURE LITTLE KNOWN 

Little is known by the general 
public of the “cure”, but much 
more will be known about it be- 
fore long if C. E. Grier, chairman 
of the county board of supervis- 
ors, has his way—and once he is 
convinced of the merits of a plan 
he determinedly works to see it 
realized, 

When the “cure” enabled him 
last October to throw off a death 
sentence from the disease, Mr. 
Grier began to think of others 
who were suffering, of their fam- 
ilies and of the county’s huge ex- 
pense in maintaining the T. B. 
sanitarium to which patients came, 
only to be discharged later with- 


out receiving any permanent help. | 


After months of deliberations 
and preparations, the county sup- 
ervisors appropriated funds to per- 
mit 11 persons “hopelessly sick” 
with tuberculosis to undergo treat- 
ments, 

TREATMENT EXPLAINED 

What is the treatment? It’s 
quite simple—three times a day 


the patients are thoroughly rub- | 
bed with an ointment, their noses 


and throats are sprayed with a 
disinfectant and they are given a 
tonic. After each treatment they 
rest for at least an hour. That’s 
all there is to it. 

, “The whole idea is to clear our 
system of the germs,” explained 
Mr. Grahame. “Of course, we 
don’t know all the ingredients used 
in the various applications, but we 
do know that within three weeks 
after the test started, we felt bet- 
ter, our strength came back, our 
skins became more natural in col- 
or and we began to feel more 
normal.” 

The test treatments started on 
April 12 of this year. ‘There has 
been a gradual improvement all 
the time and now it is only a 
matter of time until I will be per- 
manently cured, according to the 
reports from the doctors,” Mr. 
Grahame declared. 

RECORDS ARE KEPT 

Each of the patients has a 
“story” about his or her case— 
and it ig one of Mr. Grahame’s 
duties to write a history of each 
case and make a record from time 
to time of progress and develop- 
ments, 

“Now, that man over there,” 
said Mr. Grahame, as he pointed 
to one of the group. “He was so 
weak he could hardly talk when 
they brought him in on a bed. He 
told us he ‘wouldn't be here long.’ 
Well, he is here and look at him 
now." 

Two of the group wear deputy 
sheriff badges—just to have some 
legal authority in case visitors 
should become too numerous. An- 
other one of the group is the bar- 
ber. One woman, ill with T. B. 
for 22 years, is showing remark- 
able recovery. 

Mr. Grier visits the rest home 
at least twice a week. At the out- 
set he was convinced of the re- 
sults—that the treatments would 
cure T. B. victims. Now he is just 
waiting for another month or two 
until the patients will be cured. 
What changes will take place then 
Mr. Grier does not know, 

The results, he is confident, ‘will 
speak for themselves.”
